I  greet  ;,rou.  missionaries,  saints,  and  friends  of  the  South 
African  Mission.   It  is  with  much  joy  in  my  heart  that  I  ccme  to 
live  and  labour  with  you. 

The  Lord,  through  his  living  prophet  Heber  J.  Grant,  indicated 
to  me  that  he  desired  me  to  ccme  to  this  land,  to  take  the  place  of 
s  genial  and  lovable  christian  gentleman,  President  Samuel  Martin. 
It  was  because  the  Lord  wanted  me  to  ccme  here  that  I  willingly 
came.

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LAMANITES  alias  AMERICAN  INDIANS 

The  following  are  questions  of  an  age.   John  Fiske,  in  his, 
Discovery  of  America,  asks—" Whence  came  the  Indians;  and  in  what 
•;,  rmcr  did  they  find  their  v/ay  to  the  Western  hemisphere?"  Similar 
questions  are '-put  forth  by  Na&aillac's,  Prehistoric  America,  as  fol- 
lows— "Who  and  what  then  were  the  first  inhabitants  of  America?   To 
what  immigration  was  their  arrival  due?   By  what  disasters  were  they 
destroyed?"   In  this  last  statement  he  eludes  to  the  fact  that  the 
Indians  of  today  are  different  from  those  of  yesterday,  or  why  the 
question  of  how  they  were  destroyed]   Nadaillac  further  asks,  "By  what 
route  did  they  reach  these  unknown  lands?  Must  we  admit  different 
centres  of  creation,  and  were  the  primeval  Americans  born  on  American 
soil?"   Prescott's  Notes  on  the  Conquest  of  Mexico,  throws  the  follow- 
ing light  on  the  conditions  of  the  freat  Aztec  Indian  Empires  as 
found  to  exist  about  1519  when  the  Spaniard,  Hernando  Cortez,  led 
his  .armies  into  that  country.   --The  quotations  are — "In  all  this 
country,  so  contrary  to  bhe  natural  suggestions  of  the  ferocous  Aztec, 
(Indians)  civilization  such  as  it  was,  was  not  their  own,  but  re- 
flected, perhaps  imperfectly,  from  a  race  whom  they  had  succeeded  in 
the  land,"   Then- Prescott  asks,  "Whence  did  the  refinement  of  these 
more  polished  races  come?" 

The  questions  and  thoughts  put  forth  by  the  foregoing  writers 
cover-  a  vast  field  for  discussion,  but  now  let  us  confine  ourselves 
to  the  more  direct  statements  given  by  these  same  men  in  reference 
to  customs  and  conditions  that  can  be  minutely  compared  with  the 
Bo:k  of  Mormon  account  of  the  lamanites.   The  quotations  in  the 
paragraphs,  however,  are  only  a  few  of  those  at  hand,  and  the  few, 
the  writer  hopes,  will  inspire  the  reader  to  make  a  close  .and  detailed 
comparison  with  the  Book  of  Mormon.

All  gorged  them- 
selves with  the  horrible  food 
and  the  day  ended  with  dances 
and  isong  which  gayly  finished 
off  the  feast."

The  foregoing  comparisons  are  to  be  made,  and  the  thought  and 
statements  gained,  only  from  the  Book  of  Mormon.   Historians  of  this 
past  century  have  pondered  on  this  theory  and  that;  they  have  at 
times  dared  to  put  forth  their  personal  views,  gained  after  diligent 
research,  only  to  be  ridiculed  and  torn  to  bits  by  other  aspireing 
authors  of  a  later  day.   We  have  the  knowledge  that  the  American 
Indian  is  .the  Lamanite,  from  a  history  that  has  depended  upon  the 
researches  of  no  man  and  yet  compares  exactly  with  the  very  legend 
and  conditions  of  the  people  in  question.   We  go  further  than  to  give 
from  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  account  cf  the  origin  of  the  Indian,  or 
Lamanite,  we  gave  unto  those,  seemingly  unfortunates  the  comforting 
assurance  of  a  brighter  day,  as  found  in  the  following.   "For there 
are  many  promises  which  are  extended  to  the  Lamanites;  for  it  is 
because  of  the  triditions  of  their  fathers  that  caused  them  to  remain 
in  their  state  of  ignorance;  therefore  the  Lord  will  be  merciful  un- 
to them  and  prolong  their  existance  in  the  land.   And  at  some  period 
ef  time  will  be  brought  to  believe  in  his  word,  and  to  know  of  the 
incorrectness  of  the  triditions  of  their  fathers;  and  many  of  them 
will  be  saved,  for  the  Lord  will  be  merciful  unto  all  who  call  on 
his  name."
